The S. P. A. Convention 


iE Thirty-seventh 
Convention of the So- 

ciety of Philatelic 
. Americans convened 
Sawai at the Deshler-Wal- 

esa) lick Hotel, Columbus, 
Ohio, at 10:15 a. m. on Monday, 
August 10, 1931, Dr. N. P. MeGay 
presiding. 


Mr. George W. Linn of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, opened the meeting as 
follows: 





“T am told that as Chairman of 
the Committee for this Convention, 
it is my duty to open the Conven- 
tion session. 

“Since I plan to stay awake for 
the next three days and nights 
helping to keep everybody happy, 
I shall not use up much of my 
strength in this task and so will be 
brief. There are too many notable 
speakers waiting to say a few 
words to you for me to occupy 
much of your time. 

“Sometimes I think that real 
stamp collectors are getting scarce. 
Since the big Butter and Egg men 
of New York, and some other 
towns too, have learned that Post- 
age Stamps are a better and more 
sound investment than stocks the 
hobby of stamp collecting has pro- 
duced some queer situations. It is 
not unusual to hear about stamp 
collectors who have a_ hundred 
copies of the 5c, 1847, and as many 
more, of dozens of other choice 
stamps. Some people call them 
stamp collectors, but they are 
merely hard-headed business men 
who realize the investment value 
of stamps, Angels for the Nassau 
Street dealers. 

“The man who is to act as your 
temporary chairman, however, is 
still a stamp collector in his own 
name. He licks his own hinges, 
soaks his own mission mixtures, 
and collects stamps because he gets 
a heap of pleasure and fun out of 


the game. He too has been an 
angel to the Columbus Philatelic 
Club, and in recognition of his love 
of the hobby and of his friends 
who collect stamps he was elected 
President of the local Club. 


“IT will now leave you in the 
hands of this gentleman, Mr. 
George K. Smith.” 

(Applause) 


Mr. George K. Smith 


“Ladies and Gentlemen, we will 
have to proceed with the opening 
of this Convention without the 
benefit of Clergy, the first item on 
the program having apparently 
fallen by the wayside. 

“I have, however, a great deal 
of pleasure in presenting one of 
our largest stamp dealers, a man 
of whom Columbus is very proud; 
one who worked through the va- 
rious Departments of our post- 
office, and then politicians in Wash- 
ington did an almost unheard of 
thing—they selected for the Post- 
master of Columbus the man best 
fitted for the job—a local boy 
whom we have known for a great 
number of years. I am presenting 
Mr. James R. Geren, our Post- 
master.” 


Mr. James R. Geren 


“Folks, I am mighty proud to be 
with you and extend a most hearty 
welcome to Columbus. 

“There is no reason under the 
sun why the Philatelic Association 
should not be extended a hearty 
welcome from each and every post 
office in the United States, and 
this post office as well. I consider 
the Philatelic Association as one 
of the best and most lucrative pa- 
trons of the post office department. 

“T wouldn’t for a second under- 
take to go into the phases of stamp 
collection because you must know 
a thousand times, yes a hundred 


thousand times more than I do 
about the stamp collection busi- 
ness, but it is certainly a wonder- 
ful thing. 

“T wonder if you have given 
much thought to this—it may be 
but a few years hence when stamps 
may become a thing of the past, 
then your collection will be very 
valuable. As an indication of this, 
last year the postal receipts 
amounted to seven hundred mil- 
lion dollars, but it cost eight hun- 
dred million to run the service. Out 
of the seven hundred million dol- 
lars eighty-five million was de- 
rived from mail without stamps 
affixed. If you make your calcula- 
tion there then you can see that 
more than one-tenth is being sent 
out without stamps affixed. That, 
ultimately, will make the stamp 
collector’s collection a very valu- 
able asset. 

“T recall when I came into your 
service—Mr. Smith said I came up 
from the service—I entered as a 
stenographer, and that goes back 
pretty far, 1906, a stamp collector 
came in hurriedly and said, ‘I have 
learned from the Department at 
Washington that they have recent- 
ly sent you a, million two cent 
stamps and among those are some 
which have been printed up-side- 
down.’ Well, I proceeded to go 
through those stamps, but I never 
found them. (Laughter) Whether 
he was sending me on a wild goose 
chase or not I don’t know. 

“We always welcome the stamp 
collectors—we welcome the busi- 
ness. As I say, why should we not? 
It is a source of great reventie to 
the Department and means “very 
much. 

“T want to assure you that while 
you are here in Columbus, if you 
feel we have something that you 


‘want to look at or get into our 


vaults, we will be glad to let you 
look them over. I think George 
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Linn does that occasionally. We 
want to help you all we can. We 
want to extend to you our best 
wishes and the hope that your 
convention will be a pronounced 
success. Thank you.” (Applause) 

Mr. George K. Smith 

“It remains for me to say in a 
very brief way how welcome you 
are and how much our local so- 
ciety appreciates your coming here. 

“We made strenuous efforts to 
induce you to come and we might 
say that just as strenuous efforts 
will be made to entertain you. 

“We particularly bespeak for 
this association a complete har- 
mony, which perhaps was not fore- 
shadowed before the convention 
took place. : 

“Let me say that Columbus is 
proud of its hospitality; it is proud 
of the facilities with w hich it takes 
care of its visitors, and we want 
you to know we will do every- 
thing we can to make your stay 
a pleasant one. 

“Not since 1908 have we had the 
honor of having the National 
Stamp Convention here and at that 
time some radical departures were 
introduced which were productive 
of much good. We hope your con- 
vention will be constructive and 
forward looking. 

“May I say that our local mem- 
bers are completely at your dis- 
posal for your entertainment. If 
any of you brought your war clubs 
with you we are members of sev- 
eral golf courses where you can 
go out and try your skill. Colum- 
bus also has a number of very nice 
clubs and if you desire the com- 
forts and facilities of these, we 
will be very glad to put you up at 
one of them. 

“Please feél free to call on us 
for anything we can do which will 
contribute to the pleasure of your 
stay. 

“Dr. McGay, I now turn the 
meeting over to you and say that 
you are very, very welcome.” 


(Applause)

“Tt is certainly a great pleasure

“It certainly does me a_ great 
deal of good to see the turn out 
for the opening session. With 
times such as they have been I 
had doubts whether we would have 
anybody here except the fellows 
who had to be here. It speaks well 
for the interest in your associa- 
tion. 

“As for harmony and_ good 
fellowship, I want to say that I 
hope it will continue through my 
administration and I hope for my 
successor the same. There may be 
a few things that need ironing out, 
but get it from me straight from 
the shoulder that a percentage of 
things may have taken place in 
the last few months that went in 
as conflict, but when we get 
through I think you will find there 
has been more noise than cause for 
alarm. 

“At this time I again thank you 
and the Committee from Colum- 
bus for your untiring efforts to 
make this Convention the success 
I know it is going to be, and to 
the various Committees I take this 
opportunity to peysonally thank 
you one and all for your wonder- 
ful support. 

“The Thirty-seventh Convention 
is — at a point where it is now 
time to have the call of the Con- 
vention read and I will ask that 
my successor to be, Brother Gor- 
ham, read the call at this time.” 


Now that the convention is of- 
ficially in session it will doubtless 
be the wish of those that stayed 
at home to know what actually 
happened. That is the important 
happenings, whether the show was 
a success, how the visitors liked it 
and many other things. The busi- 
ness proceedings of the convention 
are of little or no interest to the 
bulk of the readers of this publi- 
cation. Possibly six or seven hun- 
dred of the members are subscrib- 
ers and that leaves about 7000 of 
our readers who are not subscrib- 
ers and we do not feel that it would 
be just to dump the convention 
proceedings on them. It might be 
well to say, however, that it went 
through in a harmonious way. 

The chief thorns that were in 
the side of the Society before the 
convention, were removed without 
pain in most instances. Some very 
magnanimous things were done by 
some of the parties most concerned 
while in one particular instance 
there was an opportunity for an- 
other very magnanimous action on 
the part of one of the parties con- 
cerned but he evidently did not see 
it that way. 

Such of this matter that was not 
wiped from the stenographers notes 
will be found in the annual publi- 
cation when issued, thus the mem- 
bers will learn of the action of the 
the convention.

the opening of the convention and 
kept open 24 hours a day until the 
day atter the close of the conven- 
tion. 

On the other hand, president 
elect Gorham, having nothing to 
do but enjoy himself, did it like a 
sailor on shore leave. Sometimes 
he was at the convention sessions 
and othertimes he was lost and 
nobody could find him. The night 
after the Dinner, his hat was found 
out in the middle of the car tracks 
on Broad street, a search party 
was organized and searched the 
neighborhood, but the body could 
not be found. He finally turned up 
safe and sound next day and spent 
the balance of the week hunting 
his hat. Some of the boys said 
good night to him in 1137 at about 
5 a. m. Wednesday morning and 
that was the last seen of him until 
after the session of the Convention 
was closed. Dr. McGay had to 
surrender the gavel to the new 
Vice-President, Frank L. Coes. 

It is difficult to tell all of the 
story for one is apt to jump from 
place to place so it may be best 
that we start at the beginning and 
try to mention the various activities 
in sequence. 

Mr. Gorham was the first out 
of town man to arrive, he showed 
up on the Saturday preceeding the 
convention. By Sunday afternoon 
there were a number of the visitors 
on hand and the local boys were 
there to take care of them. The ex- 
hibition which consisted of between 
40 and 50 frames of six album 
pages each was put in place by the 
local members Sunday Morning. 
From the minute it was set up, 
there were sightseers to look it 
over and the display was much en- 
joyed, both by convention attend- 
ants and by numerous visitors from 
the city. No attempt was made 
to show an array of rarities yet 
there were numerous frames that 
run into considerable value and 
attracted much attention.

Since these tables were provided 
for the use of registered attend- 
ants and members of the society, 
those who had contributed by pay- 
ment of registration fee, toward 
the expense of the meeting, it was 
found necessary in a couple instan- 
ces to ask some parties to wrap up 
their stamps and take them off the 
tables in order that those who were 
entitled to them might have room.

WARNING

Last week we 
printed an_ article 
under this heading relative to a J. 
Kelly, who has been lax in attend- 
ing to orders from collectors. That 
our suspicions have been justified 
is proven by the number of letters 
that have reached our office in the 
past few days. 

Doubtless we will be severely 
criticised by numerous people by 
telling our readers that they should 
be careful of whom they order and 
to whom they send cash without 
first learning of the reliability of 
the parties to whom they intend to 
remit their money. We will be told 
that we should refuse to accept 
advertising from such people. That 
thought is very well if it were a 
practical one. Few dealers or 
collectors are dishonest, but few of 
the advertisements that are printed 
are from crooks. Should we make 
it a point to investigate the reli- 
ability of every advertiser before 
printing the advertisement which 
they send it would hold up the 
printing of the copy in most cases 
from 30 to 60 days and would there- 
fore be impractical. As we pointed 
out in the article last week, collec- 
tors should stay away from offers 
at prices which are ridiculously 
low. Such offers usually stink and 
should be avoided. 

Just as an example of how we 
are replied to when we do make an 
effort to learn if an advertiser is 
reliable we want to state a situation 
which has come up in the past 
week. 


An advertismg patron who had 
been using an inch space and about 
whom we have had two or three 
complaints and who has thus far 
failed to pay his advertising account 
and whose advertisment we have 
therefore discontinued was doing 
business under the name of “Bier- 
holt Stamp Co.” (The first name 
is fictitious). A classified adver- 
tisement was sent us for insertion, 
since the before mentioned inch 
advt. was discontinued by us. The 
classified advertisement bore the 
name Fred Bierholt (that name is 
fictitious) and the address was in 
the same town as the company 
which had used the inch space. 

We immediately thought that the 
party who had used the inch space 
pte which we had refused was 
attempting to advertise under his 
own name. We returned the copy 
to him with the inquiry as_ to 
whether he was the “Bierholt” of

On the back of 
this picture is the 5c stamp that 
carried it by air mail also the ad- 
dress, and a printed cachet an- 
nouncing the inauguration of the 
passenger service from Charleston 
to Bluefield and White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., by Pocahontas 
Air Transportation Corporation. 
This unique piece comes from 
Marshall H. Barton and is signed 
by the pilot who carried it. 

Another of those photographic 
envelopes showing the U. S. S New 
York and bearing a cancellation 
which reads “At Sea” is at hand 
from our friend W. G. Crosby, who 
is now located at San Pedro, Calif. 

A. P. Myers of El Paso, sends 
a first flight cover of August 1, 
from El Paso, Texas. 

A cover from P. W. Burk of 
Redlands, Calif., bears a cachet for 
the dedication of the postoffice at 
San Bernardino, Calif. 

Bloyce F. Sparks of Chicago, 
sends an air mail cover cancelled 
with a single line of large type 
at “Pompeys Pillar, Mont.”  In- 
deed a makeshift cancellation. 

A Post and Gatty cover, with a 
very attractive cachet is at hand 
from a Charleston, W. Va., friend. 

Bloyce F. Sparks also sends a 
cover bearing a cachet reading, 
“Worlds only Floating Postoffice, 
U. S. Mail Boat C. F. Beilman, De- 
troit River, Detroit, Mich.” This 
is cancelled in red with a cancel- 
lation identifying the boat.

PRECANCEL NOTES 
By K. M. Gierhart, Baltimore, Ohio 





Before me are two 2c postage 
due stamps precancelled Chicago, 
nothing unusual in that but listen 
farther, the first is the old style due 
with the new double line type on 
it, and the second is the new style 
due with Chicago’s old type U-11 
on it. Both have possibilities of 
amounting to something so don’t 
throw away nor let go of your re- 
cent Chicago dues till their catalog 
value has been established. 





I'd be willing to bet a little 
Bucket Shop Stock that you collec- 
tors who have a stock of duplicates 
have ten 13c Chicago U-11s that 
cat. 25e to one 2c that catalogs 
only 10c. This 2 center should 
catalog 50c anyway, unless some- 
one has a lot of these cornered. 


Dayton, O. has used its new U-12 
type on the old style dues, and 
Huntington, W. Va., has used its 
new double line on old dues, as well 
as on the 2c Braddock commem- 
orative. 


I wonder how long Toledo will 
hang on to its old U-2 type. A 
couple years more and it will be 
old enough to vote. 


Now turn to your Harrisburg, Pa., 
Type XI and see if the “S” in Har- 
risburg is not smaller than on 
some of the others. The small S 
is from a new plate and not a plate 
variety so I understand. The rest 
of the letters seem to be a little 
thinner and more compact on the 
new plate upon close examination, 
but it will require a second look 
to distinguish them. 


How about New Havens U-12 in 
blue ink. I know of the following 
varieties :—3c, 4c, 8c, 10c, 11c, 12c, 
15c, 20c down and 30c up. Know 
of more? These should be listed 
and priced instead of just being 
mentioned in foot notes as is done 
in most eases of colored inks. To 
price just a few and just mention 
the rest often leads one to think 
that some one has an iron in the 
fire. 


Colored ink precancels would 
make a fine specialized collection.
